SCHOOL OF JURISPRUDENCE NOTES 

There will be several changes in the Law Faculty during the 
coming year. Professor Orrin K. McMurray will spend his sab- 
batical year in Germany, studying the Continental systems of law 
and European methods of law teaching. Professor George H. 
Boke will exchange for a year with Professor John Wurts of the 
Law Department of Yale University. Professor Wurts, formerly 
an attorney at law in Florida, has been professor of law in Yale 
University for seventeen years, his specialty being real property. 
Besides being a forceful factor in Yale as a law instructor, he has 
gained a wide reputation as an author. He edited an edition of 
"Washburn on Real Property", is co-author of "Minor and Wurts 
on Real Property", and editor of "Wurts' Florida Digest". Profes- 
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sor Wurts will give, during the year 1914-15, the courses in 
Property I and II and in Conflict of Laws. 

Professor Barry Gilbert has been added as a permanent mem- 
ber of the Law Faculty. Professor Gilbert is a graduate, A.B. 
1898, and LL.B., 1901, of Northwestern University, and has been 
Professor of Law, University of Iowa, 1903-07, University of Il- 
linois, 1907-09, and University of Iowa, 1909-14. He gave the 
course in Torts in the Summer Session of the University of Cali- 
fornia in 1913. Besides being the author of legal articles in various 
law reviews and in "Modern American Law", he is co-author, with 
Judge Emlin McClain, of the article on "Fire Insurance" in "Cyc", 
and co-author of Mechem and Gilbert's "Cases on the Law of 
Damages". During the coming year Professor Gilbert will give 
courses in Contracts, Equity, Trusts, Bankruptcy, and Damages. 

Mr. William E. Colby's title, Lecturer on the Law of Mines, 
has been changed to that of Lecturer on the Law of Mines and 
Water. He will give a two-hour course during the first half-year 
on the Law of Mines, and a two-hour course during the second 
half-year on the Law of Water. He will also offer advanced 
courses on the Law of Mines and Water. 

Mr. John U. Calkins, Jr., J.D. 191 3, has been appointed Lec- 
turer on Commercial Law. 

The number of students registered during the year 1913-14 in 
the School of Jurisprudence was one hundred twenty-nine, distrib- 
uted among the several classes as follows: third-year, eighteen; 
second-year, thirty-two; first-year, seventy-nine. This enrollment 
shows an increase from seventy-nine in 191 1 -12, and from one 
hundred and nineteen in 1912-13. The significant fact in the en- 
rollment is the large number of graduate students in attendance 
and the wide distribution of the institutions represented. Sixty- 
seven law students were holders of bachelor's degrees, three of 
master's degrees, and one of a doctor's degree. There were 
twenty-two universities and colleges represented by their gradu- 
ates in the School of Jurisprudence, as follows : Amherst, Bowdoin, 
Brigham Young, Brown, California, Harvard, Haverford, Kenyon, 
Notre Dame, Oberlin, Occidental, Oklahoma, Paris, Penn, Stan- 
ford, Tennessee, Texas, Vassar, Washington, Wheaton, Wiscon- 
sin, and Yale. 

The number of students enrolled in the non-professional 
courses in law was as follows : Elementary Law, 143 ; Commercial 
Law, 102; International Law, 113; Jurisprudence and Roman Law, 
102; total in non-professional courses, 460.
